It is supposed that the man was some 
stranger traveling through the neighborhood, 
who had been robbed and mardered, and the fact 
that he had been stripped of all his clothing 
seems to give additional confirmation to the be- 
lief.

Moderation. 

It is a little significant that those Radical 
presses which were most vituperative dur- 
ing the late canvass in their strictures upon 
such Demcecratic journals as expressed 
their opinions with freedom and spirit, now 
taunt the Democratic press for its modera- 
tion. They do not seem to remember, or, 
if they do remember, they totally ignore 
the fact expressed by Mr. Samuel Weller 
on a certain occasion, “that circumstances 
alters cases.” Itis one thing to deal sav- 
age blows during a heated conflict, and, the 
conflict having been decided, to make an 
Lonest effort at that wholesome pacification 
which is at once the source and resource 
of all good government. Nothing conveys 
to the reflecting mind a more cheerful an- 
gury of the Democratic future than the 
course of the Democratic editors since the 
Presidential election. They have almost 
invariably pursued a wise and politic 
course. In the North and in the South 
they have realized “the situation as it is, 
and edapted themsclyes to its exigencies 
with marvelous unity and address: and, 
though a few captious, ultra-partisan critics 
may be found here and there with temper- 
aments so fashioned that they never learn 
anything and never forget anything, we 
trust the sagacious and salutary policy laid 
down as by common consent will be reso- 
lutely adhered to until we are able to sce 
precisely what lies before us. 

The duty of a journalist is far higher 
than many persons imagine. Merely to 
reflect the will or the opinions of a party 
would place the individual in .the position 
ofamachine. It is true that Gen. Grant 
has given a notable precedent, when he de- 
clared that he bad no will of his own. But 
the editorial fraternity cannot follow that 
example without giving up independence, 
statesmanship and forethought. It must 
be presumed that men of intellect, ot re- 
search and of judgment are ordinarily se- 
lecitéd to conduct the leading journals of 
the country. Without these requisites 
they could not long enjoy the confidence 
of any community. Studying, as they do, 
ihe conflicting opinions of public men from 
all sections, whenever a calm and dispas- 
sionate review of all arguments and poli- 
cics results in an _ impartial recom- 
mendation by honest and fair-mind- 
ed editors, it can be asserted 
with certainty that the good of 
the people is to be subserved. It is not the 
province of au editor to lead public opinion 
ico far in advance of the times, but he cer- 
tainly would be derelict to duty and to 
every principle of moral honesty, if, simply 
for his own benefit pecuniarily and _politi- 
caliy, he should pander to the prejudices 
and passions of any community. There 
are certain fixed principles which we, in 
common with all other true Democrats, 
consider essential to the prosperity and 
success of the Republic. We shall always 
strive to accomplish those ends in our own 
way. Butif the fickle bubble of popular 
favor explodes yearly before our gaze and 
lenyes us nothing tangible as the recom- 
pense for earnest labor and expectant hope, 
are we to fold our arms and fight the old 
campaign over and over in mere frothy 
vaporings? By no means. The greatest 
statesmen, the greatest parties, the 
greatest nations perish, and yet 
the world moves on. We forget past 
issucs instinctively, as the mourner 
dries his tears after a few days of 
sorrow, apparently inconsolable. Men 
must be taken as they really are. The 
great moving principle of life, the under- 
current, which controls beyond all ques- 
tion, is self-interest. Occasionally a re- 
markable phenomenon presents itself in 
the shape of some humanitarian who loves 
his fellow-creatures better than himself. A 
momentary feeling of wonder, perhaps, 
agitates the surface, but the resistless stream 
moves on, and in a brief period the illus- 
tration is recorded among the pages of 
beautiful but forgotten dreams. 

We have a great country. 
therein is individually the same as any 
Radical’s. Their interest therein fully 
equals collectively that of the Democrats. 
They have in view the preservation of the 
vast fortunes accumulated in the past ten 
years. Political power for the ensuing four 
years is, beyond redemption, in their hands. 
They have in their ranks statesmen, mea 
of great intellect and of towering abilities, 
with acity to make or mar the 
fortunes of any nation. Self-interest will 
prompt them to agree upon such legisla- 
tion and such policy as will render the peo- 
ple prosperous and contented. If they 
make any mistake, power will slip from 
their nerveless fingers and wealth will 
crumble away, as the discontented masses 
feel more and more the burdens imposed 
upon them. Wedo not propose that the 
Democratic party should relax any of its 
exertions or any of its discipline. The end 
in view, which all true statesmen must ad- 
vocate, is the welfare of a nation. If not 
accomplished by our friends in the ascend- 
ant, we should not withhold the merited 
approval, because our political adversaries 
have secured the honor of achieving it. In 
Connecticut Democratic clubs so far forgot 
the heated controversies of the canvass as 
to join in the Grant procession after the 
election with banners emblazoned, “Let us 
have peace.” In so doing it cannot be pre- 
sumed that they for a@ moment  eon- 
templated any surrender of party 
principle, but an honest, sincere desire 
tolive in amity with their neighbors, and 
to acquiesce in the declared will of the 
people, until a change ofrulers can be ob- 
tamed. We give the party in power all re- 
sponsibility for their acts. But we cannot 
fold our arms and say that we too can 
avoid responsibility for any ruin which 
may befall the country. We hope for the 
dawn of a new era in American politics. 
We hope to welcome the day when kind- 
ness and toleration may replace the angry 
passions which have governed preceding 
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campaigns. We trust. that statesmen of 
opposing views may meet in the legislative 
halls, as they did thirty years ago, when 
courtesy and friendship marked the inter- 
course of all, and a common bond united 
them in zeal for the country’s welfare. 

In the Senate no legislation can be en- 
atted without the consent of the dominant 
party. In the ordinary vocations of life . 
we do not repel those from whom we may " 
cxpect to derive benefit by insulting sneers 
or contemptuous demeanor. In vulgar par- 
lance, “no one attempts to catch flies with 
venegar.” 

We may write beautifully with a pen 
dipped in gall, but we gain no friends. It 
shall be our high aspiration to co-operate 
with all those who advocate measures re- 
dounding to the credit of the country and 
the welfare of the masses, whether the 
leading promoters thereot are Radicals or 
Democrats. And the good sense of all our 
friends North and South will teach them 
to do the same. 


The National Board of Trade and 
River Improvements. 


Already there has been mapped out an 
immense amount of work for the National 
Board of Trade during the session to be 
held in Cincinnati next month. Among the 
measures to be discussed the improvement 
of the navigation of Western rivers will, 
we are inclined to believe, be deservedly 
conspicuous. These arteries of commerce 
have been too long neglected by Con- 
gress. Money without stint has 
been lavished upon harbors of the 
seaboard, while the interests of the West 
have been persistently ignored. The time 
has arrived, however, when the great West 
can make its power felt in the halls of 
national legislation, and compel acqui- 
escence, willingly or unwillingly, to its just 
demands. It wiil be the province of the 
National Board of Trade to arrange the 
vast amount of statistics of Western com- 
merce which finds its natural outlets to the 
markets of the world by the rivers, and 
present them in such a compact form that 
the importance of appropriations for the 
purpose of removing obstructions will be 
too self-evident to require other arguments. 

The people living in the region of the 
upper Mississippi will be strongly repre- 
sented by delegates from the Boards ot 
Trade at St. Paul, Dubuque, Davenport, 
Quincy, and other towns and cities of that 
section. These delegates will find power- 
ful allies in the delegates from St. Louis, 
Memphis, and New Orleans, for their inter- 
est is identical. We certainly have no ob- 
jection to this prospective concert of ac- 
tion. But ifthe National Board of Trade 
is to be potential in advancing Western in- 
terests or national interests, its acts must 
evidence broad and comprehensive views of 
thesituation. Ifthe Mississippi river is to 
float the products of the West to the sea, 
the improvement of its tributaries must 
not be overlooked. The demands of the 
Ohio must be fully recognized and _faith- 
fully represented. In this stream the ob- 
siructions to navigation are formidable, 
and ifnot susceptible ot being entirely re- 
moved, they may be, as it has been fully 
demonstrated, greatly modified. 

In this connection we notice that the 
Tennessee Legislature has passed _ resolu- 
tions in regard to the improvement of the 
Tennessee river. This enterprise is re- 
garded of sufficient importance to be 
brought before the National Board of 
Trade. As a tributary of the Ohio, and 
one of the most important rivers of the 
West, we regard it as eminently worthy of 
being associated with all propositions for 
the improvement of the Mississippi and its 
navigable tributaries. There are 257 miles 
of navigation from Paducah to Muscle 
Ehoals, and 378 miles above the shoals to 
Knoxville. The shoals are the great ob- 
struction, and extend for 38 miles. The 
Tennessee river penetrates a_ section 
of the country rich not only 
in agricultural products, but abounding 
with coal, iron, marble and other minerals, 
which must find an outlet by the Tennes- 
see river, or remain locked out from mar- 
ket. If the country is to enter upon a new 
era of progress—if every section is to receive 
the fostering care of the General Govern- 
ment, and the development of the vast re- 
sources of the country is to be hereafter 
the national watcaword—if delegates to 
the National Board of Trade and represent- 
atives in Congress are to be guided by 
statesmanlike views—then we feel confi. 
dent that the proposition for including the 
Tennessee river in all measures for improv- 
ing the Mississippi and its navigable tribu- 
aries will meet at their hands full consid- 
eration. 


Spain. ° 

Thcere’s a deal of rubbish written about 
the Spanish revolution. Writers every- 
where are ransacking encyclopedias and 
gazetteers for material for superficial dis- 
play, just as women, on occasion, run into 
a fancy shop for a rosette or jimcrack ; be- 
cause, forsooth, Castile (by which a great 
many mean the whole of the dominions of 
her late Most Catholic Majesty) has a, his- 
tory. Blessed are those that have no his- 
tory ; blessed are men and women and na- 
tions that may say “I have not loved, suf- 
fered, aspired; I have no antecedents. My 
life is in the future.” Spain has no future 
in the sense which we commonly under- 
stand when a career is implied. Her by- 
gcnes are no guarantee for the anticipa- 
tions of those who expect to see a superb 
Phenix rise out of the ashes of supersti- 
tion, intolerance and despotism. Indeed, 
a splendid past does not by any means 
portend a noble future. Greece and Rome, 
the Venetian and Dutch republics, are ex- 
amples of the contrary. If the men who 
made Spain great could be suddenly re- 
called to life in this emergency, the times 
would be found out of joint for a repetition 
of their achievements. There are no new 
worlds to conquer, or plunder when 
they are conquered. Her wealth, 
when she was wealthy, was im- 
ported, not home-made or home 
grown. Her fame, when she became fa- 
mous, rested on a union of faith, genius and 
heroism, for which she is no longer a con- 
genial soil, and which no effort of legisla- 
tion can reproduce. Her revival, if she re- 
vives, must be by the arts of peace, which 
she has never cultivated with success ; by 
industry, regularity and scrupulous honesty 
in matters of business. The old Castilian 
virtues, linked with pride and poverty, are 
outof date. “The age of chivalry is gone. 
That of cconomists and calculators has suc- 
eeeded, and the glory of Europe is extin- 
guished forever.” For Europe read 
Spain, and this famous bu of 
Burke's may be accepted like’ an 
unadorned truth. Economy and 
calculation are not her forte, and it is pre- 
cisely because we live in an age .of econo- 
mists and calculators, when the characters 
of nations are weighed and settled on the 
stcck exchange and the bourse, that her 
glory has declined with her déclining credit. 
There is astory, which the Spaniardst hem- 
selves are fond of telling, that when Ferdi- 
nand III., after his death at Seville, which 
he bad conquered from the Moors, was 
brought intocommunion with St. Jago, the 
patron saint of Spain, he proceeded to ask 
boons from her. “Fine climate.” Granted. 
“Fertile soil, corn, wine, oil, &c.” Granted. 
“Brave sons and beautiful daughters.” 
Granted. “Good government.” “No, no, no! 
three times, nine times, No!’ exclaimed the 
saint, losing all patience (as saints are apt 
to do) at the monstrosity of the demand. 
“Give Spain good government, and every 
one of the angels would leave heaven to 
live in it!” The curious and depressing 
circumstance is that the Spaniards should 
dwell complacently upon this feature of 
their national character, as if good govern- 
ment was not the best, the sole security for 
every other good. It remains to be seen 
whether this vis inertie can be overcome 
by any amount of pressure or stimulant 
that the leaders of the present movement 
can bring to bear. They are working well 


together so far. Their personal ambition 
has been kept under. Their intentions 
seem good; and it will be their misfortune, 


not their fault, should the State machine 
run back into the old groove despite of 
them.
